SACRAMENTO — (CNS)—

Now comes Joseph De Silva, apparently a highly 
emotional man, who doesn’t believe in the old adage, 
“Sticks and stones may break my bones, but names 
will never hurt me.” 

Mr. De Silva, as everybody knows by now, is 
head negotiator of the Retail Clerks Union which at 
this writing is still on strike against 1,000 super¬ 
markets. 

His pride and dignity were so injured by an 
advertisement sponsored by the Food Employers 
Council that he, like a little boy, picked up his mar¬ 
bles and went home. 

IN THE MEANTIME, some 16,000 members of 
his union are out of work and thousands of others 
are directly affected. But this result of the strike- 
lockout apparently doesn’t concern Mr. De Silva 
nearly so much as the unkind words directed his way 
by the advertisement. 

In it, he was referred to as an “enemy of the 
people” and an “arrogant union manager whose un¬ 
reasonable and excessive wage demands would inev¬ 
itably increase our operating expenses and your food 
costs.” 

Harsh words, to be sure, and possibly at this 
stage of the game, unwise ones. But Mr. De Silva is 
supposed to be a BIG man and BIG men don’t let 
epithets sway them. Or, at least, that’s what I’ve 
been told. 

As a matter of fact, the Food Employers’ remarks 
have a ring of truth in light of Mr. De Silva’s subse¬ 
quent action. Any man who prolongs a situation that 
is hurting thousands simply because his pride is 
piqued displays a certain arrogance and disregard 
for the welfare of others. 

AS TO WHETHER the Retail Clerks wage de¬ 
mands are unreasonable, that’s up to you to decide. 
They want a package increase amounting to 82.5 cents 
an hour over a five-year period, about half of which 
would have to be paid the first year.

ORDINANCE NO. 612 

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING A 
FIRE PREVENTION CODE PRE¬ 
SCRIBING REGULATIONS GOV¬ 
ERNING CONDITIONS HAZARD¬ 
OUS TO LIFE AND PROPERTY 
FROM FIRE OR EXPLOSION, 
AND ESTABLISHING A BUREAU 
OF FIRE PREVENTION AND 
PROVIDING OFFICERS THERE¬ 
FOR AND DEFINING THEIR 
POWERS AND DUTIES. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Adoption of Fire 
Prevention Code. 

There is hereby adopted by the 
City of Sierra Madre for the pur¬ 
pose of prescribing regulations 
governing conditions hazardous to 
life and property from fire or ex¬ 
plosion, that certain code known 
as the Fire Prevention Code rec¬ 
ommended by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, being partic¬ 
ularly the 1956 edition thereof and 
the whole thereof, of which code 
not less than three (3) copies have 
been and now are filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the City of 
Sierra Madre and the same are 
hereby adopted by reference and 
incorporated herein as fully as if 
set out at length herein, and from 
the date on which this ordinance 
shall take effect, the provisions 
thereof shall be controlling within 
the limits of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

SECTION 2. Establishment and 
Duties of Bureau of Fire Preven¬ 
tion. ^ ^ 

(a) The Fire Prevention Code 
Shull be enforced by the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention in the Fire 
Department of the City of Sierra 
Madre which is hereby established 
and whlcli shall be operated under 
the supervision of the Chief of the 
Fire Department. 

(b) A Fire Marshal in charge of 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
shall be appointed by the City 
Council on the basis of examina¬ 
tion to determine his qualifica¬ 
tions. His appointment shall con¬ 
tinue until removal at the discre¬ 
tion of the City Council. 

(c) The Chief of the Fire De¬ 
partment may detail such mem¬ 
bers of tlie Fire Department as 
inspectors as shall from time to 
time be necessary. The Chief of the 
Fire Department ahull recommend 
to the City Council the employ¬ 
ment of technical Inspectors, who. 
when such authorization is made, 
shall be selected through an ex¬ 
amination to determine their fit¬ 
ness for the position. The exami¬ 
nation shall be open to members 
and non-members of the Fire De¬ 
partment, and appointments made 
after examination shall be for an 
indefinite term with removal only 
for ca\ise. 

SECTION 3. Definitions. 

Wherever the word “Municipal¬ 
ity” is used in the Fire Prevention 
Code. It shall be held to mean the 
Cltv of blerra Madre. 

SECTION 4, Modifications. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention shall have power to 
modify any of the provisions of 
the Fire Prevention Code upon 
application In writing by the own¬ 
er or lessee, or his duly authorized 
agent, when there are practical 
difficulties in the way of carrying 
out the strict letter of the code,
